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THE ANGLER FISH. 


It Secures It* Prey Like an ArtUt, Wltb 


Regular Strategy. 


There is a fish that secures its prey 


like an artist, with regular strategy, 
and, 
strange to relate, nature has fur- 


nished it -«vith a full equipment for the 
purpose, rod, line and bait. The an- 
gler, as it is called, is by no means a 
beanty. It is about a yard long and 
has a huge, toadlike head, an enor* 
mous, gaping mouth and a formidable 
array of teeth. The first dorsal, or back 
flu, is almost wholly Vfantirig, its place 
being occupied by two or three long, 
slender, movable spines which are fas- 
tened to the body by means of joints. 
One is attached by a hinge, which per- 
mits of only backward and forwaid mo- 
tion. 


The first spino is connected by a reg- 


ular ring and staple and admits of 
movement in all directions, as it is pull- 
ed this way or that by the muscles. 
This is the angler's pole, which contin- 
ues into a fine filament or lino, and at 
tho end there is a loose, shining slip of 
membrane, which plays the part of a 
bait. 


The angler fish is a slow swimmer, and 


it would have but little success if it had 
to chase the swift, active fishes upon 
which it feeds, so it snares them. Par- 
tially biding itself in the mud or sand, 
it waves its long filaments with their 
glittering tipa. As is well known, fishes 
are attracted by glistening objects 
moved abous in the water. The neigh- 
boring fifties, following the instincts of 
their inquisitive nature, come to exam- 
ine the curious object, and suddenly 
they find themselves snapped up in the 
wide jaws of their hidden 
foe. 


The angler is a very "Gracious crea- 


ture, and on several occasions it has 
been known to seize a fish that had been 
hoolied and was being drawn to the 
surface. 
In ono such case the angler 


seized a codfish and would not loosen 
its .grip until it was strnclc on the head 
with a boathook. On another occasion 
the fish"fell a victim to its own glut- 
tony, for having dashed at a conger eel 
that bad just been hooked, and having 
taken it into its mouth, the eel con- 
trived to escape through ono of the gi 11 
apertures, and thus it was the uncon- 
scious means of involving its captor in 
its own fate. 


Even the cork floats on lines and nets 


have been swallowed by the greedy 
fish, and when taken in a net it de- 
vours its fellow prisoners with perfect 
unconcern.—Mary M. Friend in Phila- 
lelphia Times. 


A Slag Steum Generator. 


A slag steam generator, for utilizing 


he waste beat contained in the furnace 
lag for the production of steam for mo- 
ive power purposes, has been designed 
>y an Australian inventor. The ina- 
ihine consists of a steel shell in the 
orm of a strong egg ended receiver, 
laving flattened faces on the top and 
>ottom, and through these flat portions 
a number of Galloway tabes arranged 
n two rows and tapered from 5 inches 
at the top to 10 i iches at the bottom 
are passed, secured to the shell by 
langes. The lower or larger end of each 
ube is closed by means of a cast iron 
loor manipulated by means of a 
con- 


enient lever, and the upper end of each 
ube is provided with a funnel for 
con- 


eying tho Flag into the tubes, a pair of 
ron rails also parsing across the upper 
'ace of the boiler and all the tunnels, 
bus serving a=i a tiack for the slag 
lots. At o.ich end of the boiler a bin 
s provided, into which the skin of the 
lag is dumped, which always sets on 
he cast iron pots trom which it is pour- 
ed, and this redhot material lying 
against tho ends of the boiler plates 
erves to conserve tho heat.—New York 
'un.

CRISP IS CONSISTENT. 


GRESHAM INTERVIEWED. 


LAST week no business of importance 


i transacted in the House of Bepre- 


, lentativefe ae the Bepublicana refused 


to rote and there was not a quorum of 
Democrats in attendance. Speaker 
Crisp was repeatedly urged to adopt 
the tactics of Speaker Beed and count 
» quorum, so that the House could 
proceed with its regular business. As 
Crisp was prominent among those who 
Opposed the rale of counting a quorum 
adopted by Beed in the Fifty-first 
Congress be would not stultify him- 


*«elf by counting a quorum. 


It is strange that ex-Speaker Beed 


and hie partisans in Congress should 
now adopt the tactics which they con- 
demned so roundly a few years ago, by 
refusing to vote when present in the 
House. They ought to be as consistent 
as Speaker Crisp and abide by the 
principle which they contended lor 
when in a majority. 


While it may be justifiable in these 


days, when the object of Congress is to 
make political ca\ it 1 rather than legis- 
late for the public g^J.to hold the party 
in the majority responsible for every act, 
it musfc- be admitted t'a_t unless the 
minority participates in the proceed- 
ings and 18 gi /en reasonable time to 
present its view of everv question, it 
is useless for the members of the 
minority party to remain in Congress. 
If the minority is not permitted to dis- 
cuss every question of importance 
brought before the House and Senate, 
and, because it is denied that privilege, 
refuses to vote, it would be better to 
change the law and allow only the 
members of the majority seats and 
salaries. Then the party in the major- 
ity would be compelled to keep a 
quorum, to transact business; it would 
be wholly responsible for every act 
passed and for delay in enacting neces- 
sary legislation. Onder such regula- 
tions it is not probable that the same 
party would be kept in power for two 
consecutive sessions, as the people 


- would bold it directly i esponsible f or 


delay and for every act which it passed. 


If a member of Congress, who desires 


to address that body, is denied the 
privilege by the presiding officer be- 
cause he differs with him politically, 
is not that member justifiable in re- 
fusing to vote when his name is called? 
If he is, by exercising that privilege, he 
may break a quorum and prevent the 
passage of a measure tlmt he is opposed 
to by doing so.

FIRE AT THE WOBtD'S VAIB. 


TJUK INCOME 
TAX. 


It is stated that the Tammany Gen- 


eral committee is opposed to the in- 
come tax and that all the Tammany 
members of Congress will vote against 
it. Bourke Oochran, who is leading 
the opposition in the Ways and Moans 
committee against the bill, is a Tam- 
mun.i cmef and it is believed that he 
will be supported by the whole organi- 
zation. Tae New York Herald and the 
New YorK Times, both of which are ad- 
ministration papers, are against the 
tax, while the New York World favors 
it. The World asks Coohran whether 
"He thinks this a plutocracy where 
wealth rules, not men ?" It also pro- 
pounds the general inquiry, "How a tax 
can be unpopular which will apply to 
less than 10D.OOO out of a voting popu- 
lation of 12,000,000 ?" 


The whole influence of the adminis- 


tration is said to be used to defeat the 
tax. A strong minority of the Demo- 
cratic members of the Ways and Means 
committee is opposed to it and if the 
Republican members vote with this 
minority, the majority report of the 
committee will be against the income 
tax 


In 1863 an income tax bill was passed 


by Congress. 
The objections urged 


against it then were that it was inqui- 
sitoral in its character and would 
incite perjury. It was claimed by its 
advocates that it was one of the most 
equitable methods of taxation as 
people should pay taxes in proportion 
to their ability. The bill became a 
law and remained in force until 1871, 
and then a bill to repeal it recived only 
one majority in each house of Congress. 


A Number of Buildings Burned and the 
French Exhibit Injured. 


CHICAGO, January 9.—The scene at 


the eastern end of the Court of Honor 
this morning was one of utter desola- 
tion and destruction, where at sunset 
last night gleamed the white columns 
of the Peristyle, flanked by Music Hall 
and the Casino and capped and sur- 
mounted by the imposing Quadriga 
over the central arch and the figures 
along its cornice. The Peristyle is no 
more and Music Hall and the Casino 
are heaps of ashes. Save for the golden 
statue of the Republic standing in un- 
moved majesty at the eastern end of 
the basin, the view from the grand 
plaza in front of the Administration 
building, between the Agricultural 
building on one side and the great 
Manufacturers' Hall on the other side, 
the blue water of Lake Michigan is un- 
obstructed, and what was yesterday a 
perfect architectural whole is now an 
unsightly and sorrowful aggegation of 
unbalanced architecture, caused by a 
fearful fire within the grounds. 


But the flames did not stop at the 


Peristyle, Music Hall and the Casino. 
They leaped to the great arched Hall of 
Manufacturers and Liberal Arts, and 
before the most strenuous efforts of 
the fire department were enabled to 
check them, a vast hole was made in 
the lofxy roof and fire brands from 
above were falling upon boxed and 
crated goods below, and together with 
thousands of tons of water did a vast 
amount of damage. 


One of the great arched girders form- 


ing the largest span of any building in 
the world, overheated by the lapping 
tongues of flame, buckled and fell to 
the floor below, crushing the beautiful 
French pavilion in which was housed 
what remained of its valuable ex- 
hibit. 
The damage to the Manufac- 


turer's building was mostly confined to 
the south half of the roof and the ex- 
hibits yet unremoved beneath that por- 
tion. Over a spcce of 600 on the east 
side and 350 feet on the west side the 
roof was entirely burned away. Beneath 
this portion were French, Belgian and 
Eussian exhibits and they suffered 
most. 


It is impossible as yet to estimate the 


loss on exhibits, as they were all boxed 
and will have to be unpacked before it 
can be known what damage was done 
by water to textiles and by break- 
age to ceramics and other fragile 
exhibits in the work of hasty re- 
moval. The heaviest loss, however, is 
in the French section, whose exhibit 
was originally worth a million and half 
dollars. Among the losses in that sec- 
tion are the bronze Statue of War, the 
Sevres china exhibit, the Gobelin tap- 
estry exhibit, the mosaic and inlaid 
furniture exhibit, the Dore bronze vase, 
the costume exhibit and the French 
publisher's exhibit. The loss on the 
buildings is total, at the insurance 
had expired. 


The State Department Knows Nothing 


of Any Trouble in Honolulu. 


WASHINGTON, January 9. 


For the first time since the arrival of 


the Corwin and the recent alarming 
reports 
from 
Honolulu 
Secretary 


Gresham submitted to an interview to- 
night on the Hawaiian situation. He 
talked with great earnestness and his 
replies to questions consisted almost 
wholly of denials. 
He said that if 


there was any trouble at Honolulu 
neither the President nor the State 
Department knew anything al out it. 
He denied the report that the Depart- 
ment had received any dispatches from 
the Corwin, but stated that dispatches 
by the regular mail steamer were ex- 
pected from Willis Wednesday, "and 
whatever dispatches are received at 
that time," said Gresham," will be 
sent to Congress at once." 


Gresham stated that neither the 


President nor the State Department 
knew anything about the Corwin be- 
ing anchored off San Francisco, and if 
it was there it was not by any order of 
the Executive or Department of State. 
Regarding the reports that Willis or 
Queen Liliuokalani were on board the 
Gorwin, Gresham pronounced them 
fabrications. The Corwin being a rev- 
enue cutter is under control of the 
Treasury Department, and any dis- 
patches sent by Captain Munger 
would, therefore, go to Secretary Car- 
lisle. 


Secretary 
Gresham's denial that 


there was any truth in the story that 
the Corwin had been detained at'San 
Francisco and no communication with 
her permitted by order of Administra- 
tion officials is not justified 
A telegram was read last Saturday in 
the Treasury building from Minister 
Willis asking that no communication 
be permitted with the Corwin until 
after the next mail steamer arrived 
from Honolu.u, due, as Willis thought, 
not earlier than to-morrow. 
Upon 


Willis' telegraphic request from San 
Francisco, sent via the Corwin, Secre- 
tary Carlisle declined to permit a 
press representative to go aboard the 
Corwin Saturday or any time previous 
to January 9th, as requested by Willis.

Favor the Free Coinage of Silver at th« 


Ratio of 16 to 1. 


SAOBAMENTO, January 9.—The third 


annual convention of the Pacific Coun- 
cil of Trades and Labor Federation is 
in session here, President W. Q. Arm- 
strong presiding. Delegates are pres- 
ent from Seattle, Portland, San Fran- 
cisco and Sacramento, representing a 
membership of 31,087. 


The agreement entered into at Fresno 


between the San Francisco and Sacra- 
mento councils and Farmer's Alliance 
was ratified. 


The convention declared in favor of 


municipal ownership of gas, electric 
light, waterworks, street railways, the 
nationalization of the telegraph, tele- 
phone and railway lines, postal savings 
banks, compulsory education np to 
sixteen years, eight hoars labor a day 
and various other things. 


It also demands the unconditional 


repeal of the National Banking Act and 
substitution of treasury notes, con- 
joined with gold and silver, the latter 
to be admitted to free coinage at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. It opposes the annex- 
ation of Hawaii and favors the Cox 
road bill in Congress appropriating 
$500,000,000 in treasury bonds, to be 
known as the general county road sys- 
tem fund, to be expended at the rate of 
$20,000,000 per month under charge of 
the Secretary of War.

Do you believe in the superstitions 


connected with the bouse of death? 
The contributor confesses that he haa 
always been skeptical about them, but 
hero are three old signs which prophe- 
sied death in a Waterbury home, which 
are almost remarkable in their coinci- 
dence, if not in supernatural signifi- 
cance. 


A group of people were sitting in a 


pleasant room one evening in one of the 
I 


suburbs of Waterbnry. where neighbor- i 
ly intercourse is often freer than in the 
city itself. 
Ti*ere was a knock at the

door, and another neighbor came in on 
an errand. Another knock and another 
neighbor, and then a third. Then some 
one remarked: ''Three Knocks and three 
callers. Tho next will come in without 
knocking, and death will come in after 
him." 
The next incomer opened the 


door without a knock, and it was a 
neighbor's boy, as strong and healthy a* 
lad as one is likely to see anywhere. 
And tiea h was behind him, though 
they did not see him nor think much of 
what had been said. 


This boy's mother has always been 


disturbed by an extraordinary ansiety 
and restlessnes at the approach of death 
to any of her relatives. It has happen- 
ed several times that she has been pur- 
sued, as it seemed, through the house, 
from garret to cellar and through all 
the rooms, by an incorporeal something 
which she tried to escape. No one 
could stop her or quiet her for a long 
time. 
A day or two after the myster- 


ious fourth call at the neighbor's door, 
this mother, who had heard nothing 
about that incident, was seized with 
this intangible fear and began her per- 
plexed wanderings through the house. 
In and out, np and down, she walked, 
with a frightened air, trying to escape 
—what? She did not know, but they 
agreed that death was pursuing some 
member of the family. 


One day not long after, the boy who 


was the fourth caller and whose mother 
had bad this premonition was sick. 
Not very, but a little. His father was 
sent for in the city to come home. He 
was detained and walked home in the 
early evening. A strange cat followed 
him home, crossing bis track and wind- 
ing its way in and out of his along the 
road. At home was another strange cat 
which had followed a sister home. 
They were stopped at the door and soon 
were joined by two more. The four 
stood there on guard all night and all 
next day with a dreadful patience and 
persistence, craving admittance with 
signs of horrid appetite, dodging into 
the house whenever the door was open- 
ed, and kept at a distance only by great 
difficulty. 
They might 
have 
been 


stoned or shot, but that is not the way 
the old superstition reads. The boy in- 
side grew worse and died the next day. 


This is not a very remarkable story, 


but it made n good deal of an impres- 
sion on the contributor as it was told to 
him by a member of the family who 
knew that those things had happened in 
just this way, that thoy were old super- 
stitions which still live, and who asked 
him if he believed there was anything 
in it.—Waterbury (Conn.) Republican.

An Illinois Central Switchman's Hands 


Frozen to a Chain For Two Miles. 


John H. Morris, an Illinois Central 


switchman, rode two miles early yester- 
day morning hanging to a chain beneath 
the tender of an Illinois Central engine 
drawing a passenger train. By the mer- 
est chance he is now alive to tell the 
story. 


A few minutes before 3 o'clock, Mor- 


ris, who lives at Burnside, stood on the 
platform of the station at Kensington. 
A passenger train which had been belat- 
ed by the cold and snow stopped at the 
station. Morris, as the train was mov- 
ing out, attempted to swing himself to 
the front platform of the first car. He 
slipped on the icy steps and fell between 
the car and tender. As he fell in the 
darkness his hand struck a chain dan- 
gling clown beneath the tender. He clung 
to the cold iron links and hung there,' 
expecting death momentarily. The roar 
of the train drowned his cries for help, 
and as the train gathered headway its 
swaying set his body in motion, and he 
was swung violently against the sides of 
the tender until hi < Lody was terribly 
bruised. 


After rmr-"j5 two miles the tram 


stopped. He was just able to attract at- 
tention by a few feeble cries and was 
rescued from his perilous position. His 
hands were frozen to the iron and his in- 
juries from the cold and the pounding 
against the sides of the tender were so 
great that he relapsed into unconscious- 
ness a» soon as rescued. He was taken 
to St. Luke's hospital, where at first it 
was thought he might die, but ho re- 
vived later in the day and his recovery 
became assured before nightfall.—Chi- 
cago Times. 


Fought to'» Real Finish. 


A "scientific boxing contest to the 
finish," or in other words what seems to 
have been a regular prize fight, took 
place between two of the male birds on 
the ostrich farm at Riverside a few days 
ago. The birds fought viciously with 
their feet till one succeeded in dealing 
the other a knockout blow. The defeat- 
ed bird died in a few days, causing a loss 
of about $300 to its owners. 


It is said that there is no living crea- 


ture that can kick harder than the os- 
strich. It is almost certain death for a 
man or beast to receive the full force of 
one of its kicks when it is in a fit of 
rage. The keepers of the ostriches say 
that it is almost impossible to separate 
them when they are engaged in a fierce 
fight, and it is highly dangerous to at- 
tempt it.—Pomona Progress.
